Lone Gunman Gels

HOUSTON, April 4.—UP)—A lone 
gunman, dressed In portions of a 
blue-gray merchant marine officer 
uniform, escaped with

mately $4,500 in cash today after 
holding up .the vice preaident of 
the aurburban Almeda State Bank. 
The man eacaped afoot after re- 
lieving William P. Traylor of the 
money. 


Police assembled a dozen squad 
cara around the area, about 60 
blocks aoutheast of 
downtown 
Houston. 


Traylor said the man walked Into 
the bank shortly after 10:30 a. m. 
and asked Teller Bobble Schmltt 
' how to open a checking account. 
Schmltt directed the man to Tray- 
lor'a desk. 


The bank official aald the man 
kept a newspaper over his lap af- 
ter appearing at his desk and start- 
ing a conversation about opening 
an account. 


He aald the man suddenly pull- 
ed an automatic pistol from.under 
a brown trench coat. 
"I want your money," Traylor 
quoted the gunman as saying. 'Til 
blow your head off." 


"How much do you want," Tray- 
lor parried. 
"Fill It up," Traylor aald the man 
replied, pulling a paper aack from 
a pocket. 
The bank vice preaident aald he 
rose from his desk and the man, 
keeping the pistol concealed ''from 
other people in the bank, followed 
him to Schmltt's teller cage.

WASHINGTON, April 
4.—(IP)— 


Senator George (D-Ga) said today 
he fears American troops may be 
asked to garrison Western Europe's 
frontiers as an outgrowth of the 
North Atlantic Security Treaty being 
signed today. 


While George said he favors the 
principle of the mutual assistance 
pact, he does not think the United 
States should be asked to furnish 
any except surplus military supplies 
to European signatories in the first 
year of the treaty's operation. 


"Our financial burdens are going 
to be tremendous." he told a re- 
porter. "We are going to have to In- 
crease our military aid to Greece 
and Turkey. Congress Is going to 
have to provide some kind of pro- 
gram to help non-communist China 
We may increase our own military

Truman Declares 
Treaty Is Shield 
Against Attack 


President Denies 
Russian Charge Of 
Offensive Plans 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
4.—UP)— 
President Truman, rejecting Rus- 
sia's charge that the Atlantic 
Treaty Is "aggressive," today hailed 
the historic pact as "a shield against 
aggression and the fear of aggres- 
sion." 
In a speech prepared for the al- 
liance signing ceremony, Mr. Tru- 
man asserted the people of the 
West are determined that 'the sick- 
ening blow of unprovoked aggres- 
sion^ shall not fall upon the world 
again." 
In taking steps to prevent ag- 
gression against "our own peoples, 
the President said, "we have no 
purpose of aggression against oth- 
ers. To suggest the contrary Is to 
slander our Institutions and defame 
our Ideals and our aspirations." 
The President addressed a pack- 
ed assembly of diplomats, govern- 
ment officials and 
congressional 


leaders. 
Pact Is Shield. 
"In this pact,'' Mr. Truman add- 
ed, "we hope to create a shield 
against aggression and the fear of 
aggression—a bulwark which will 
permit us to get on with the real

DETROIT, April 4.—<ff>—The na- 
tion's automobile industry focused 
Its attentiton today on Chrysler 
Corp. to see If the third member 
of the "Big Three" would follow 
the example set by General MotorH 
and Ford and trim Its prices. 
Meanwhile, the Ford Motor Co. 
put Into effect new reductions of 
$12 to $120 on Its Fords, Mercury 
and Lincoln models, 
That move, announced yestar- 


day, carried out a company policy 
to "keep prices just as low as costs 
will allow," a statement said, It 
also brought Ford lnt-> line with 
GM, • Kalser-Frazer 
and 
Willys- 


Overland, all of which have put 
lower price tags on their cars dur- 
ing the last six weeks. 
Under the new price schedule, 
Ford cars will cost from $12 to $30 
less than before, Mercurys will be 
down $80 to $120, and Lincoln and 
Lincoln Cosmopolitan models are 
reduced by $100. In addition, the 
company cut the prices ot certain 
truck models from $10 to $40. 
Ford's reduction flgurea 
were 
well below the level of the Katser- 
Frazer Corp. cuts—by far 
the 
greatest In the Industry's post-war 
annals.

New Disease Seen 
As Major Threat 
For U.S. Cattle 


WASHINGTON, April 
4.—(IP)— 


A new cattle disease—called "X" 
for want of a better, 
name—Is 


threatening herds m this country.- 


B. T. Slmms, chief of the agricul- 


ture department's bureau of animal 
industry discussed It in recent tes- 
timony before a House agriculture 
repartment appropriations sub-com- 
mittee. The testimony was releas- 
ed today. 


Dr. Sims said the disease has ap- 


peared in 30-odd states. So far, 
scientist have not found a way to 
combat it 


"It is not attacking a large num- 


ber of animals but it is widespread 
as far as the affected states are 
concerned, and it seems to bo be- 
coming more prevalent. We are 
definitely concerned. I do 
not 
want to be an alarmist but it is 
serious," he said. 
Dr. Simms said symptoms Include 
a thickening of the skin, a dis- 
charge from tho eyes, drooling from 
the mouth, and a wartllke growth 
on the tongue. 
He said a high percentage of the 
affected animals die. There have 
been cases, he said, where entire 
herds have been wiped out. 
Dr. Slmms also reported that ap- 
parently progress is being made In 
the fight to wipe out a serious out- 
break of the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease in Mexico. He said the quar- 
antined area in Mexico has been 
reduced during the past 12 months. 
Likewise, prograss is being made, 
he said, in vaccinating disease-free 
animals there.

12 Countries Join 
In Ceremonies To 
Approve Treaty 


Acheson Declares 
Treaty Provides 
Strong Warning 


WASHINGTON, April 
4—(IP)— 


In solemn assembly, 12 nations to- 
day pooled their will for peace In 
tho Atlantic treaty—hailed by Sec- 
retary of State Acheson as a pow- 
erful warning to any aggressor. 


Acheson so described it in an 
address opening the signing cere- 
mony of tho historic treaty link- 
Ing the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France, and nine other non- 
Communist nations Into a pact of 
mutual security. 


Drawing on the Bible, Acheson 
said that to the peace loving the 
treaty 
Is "a guide to refuge 
and 
strength" and to the ajrrcssor 
a 


warning of "woo unto them by 
whom the offense cometh." 


One by one after Acheson the 


foreign minister of tho other na- 
tions arose to 
speak 
for 
their 


countries before tho actual sign- 
ing of the document. 


Double Theme 


Through their brief 
addressee 
ran a double theme: First, that 
the Atlantic pact 
nations 
want 


only peace, and second, that they 
will stand united against any ag- 
gression. 
Indirectly, they were 
replying; 
once again to Russia's protest that 
the treaty Is an aggressive move, 
aimed at the Soviets. 
And they 
were saying to Russia: We want 
only peace, but If you move against 
one of us you must face us all, 
Britain's bulky Ernest 
Bevln 
said the Atlantic pact peoples do 
not glorify war but they will not 
shrink from it if 
aggression 
is 


threatened." 
To him, he 
said, the 
treaty 
means "at last Democracy is no 
longer a series of isolated units. 
It has become a cohesive organism 
determined to fulfill Its great, pur-

"We must Insist on tho right of 
the farmers of this nation to ex-

sonable agreements for such move- 
ment of surplus agricultural pro- 
ducts into world trade, though it 
be necessary to make use of bilat- 
eral trade agreements, or even for 
a two-price system."
